EDITOR’S APOLOGY. 


Nanking Sympathetic to the 
Aggressors? 


Shanghai, Yesterday. 

While the personal protest by 
foreign correspondents in Peking 
have ‘called forth an apology 
from the Chinese editor of the 
Peking Leader regarding an 
execrable leading article — in 
which it was stated that there 
was nothing surprising in the at- 
tempt on Mr. Lenox Simpson, as 
war is war, and Mr, Simpson was 
presumably expected to sit safe 
and fill his pockets while thou- 
sands went to thelr death in the 
rebellion, that he alded and abet- 
ted the rebels, and adding that] 
there is no reason why a foreign- 
er meddling in the conflict 
should expect to do so with im- 
punity, the North China Daily 
News strongly criticises the re- 
port that a Jenading Kuomintang 
oMcial in Nanking on Thursday 
afternoon categorically asserted 
to the Press that the National 
Government would not be respon- 
sible for the personal safety of 


‘Mt. Simpson in Chinese territory. 


The Daily Nows points out that 
the deductions from thia are 
obvious and hopes that prompt 
steps will be taken to remove the

HITLER AS LEADER. 


Berlin, Yesterday. 

Dr. Goebbles, in a speech to-day 
announced that the Nazis’ (Hitler 
I’ascists) next move will be, to 
demand a plebiscite for the dis- 
solution of the Prussian Diet and 
a fresh clection on December 10. 
‘The Nazis will then take over the 
Prussian Ministry of the Interior 
und the Presidency of Berlin 
Police. Thus a “Third Reich,” 
led by Hitler himself, will arise 
out of Prussia. 

At the conclusion of his speech 
un enthusiastic audience sang a 
Fascist song containing the lines, 
“Hitler’s banners will soon wave 
over the barricades, and the time 
of serfdom soon will be past.” 

The Judge Unpopular. 
' Leipzig, Yesterday. 

A frantic Fascist outburst 
grrected the sentences. The -up- 
roar inside and outside the Court 
house drowned the presiding 
Judge’s concluding * remarks, 
Shouts of “Wake up, Germany,’ 
resounded in the public square to 
the accompaniment of thousands 
of Fascist Swastika emblems 
flung into the air. Mounted 
police drove the demonstrators 
into the side streats.

To the best 
of our knowledgo, a turnover of 
about 7 to 8 millions, representing 
approximately 380,000 
changed hands betweon clients and 
brokers. The smoothness with 
which the settlement was put 
through both by clients and brokers 
alike reflects a distinct “Sign of tho 
times” and only goes to show the 
hoalthy state of the market in 
general, Whether some may think 
certain stocks are too high or some 
may think certain stocks are too low 
is o mattor of opinion; but wo can 
sofcly say that confidence In the 
local market has now heen fully 
restored, and tho financial position 
to-day ‘1s considerably healthicr 
and far soundor than “it has been 
since the strike, and still moro, a 
very cautious attitude is being 
adopted to preserve the healthy 
conditions prevailing.’

Tho 17th British Industries Falx, 
to be held {n Londqn and Birming- 
ham noxt your from February 18 
to 27, is now taking shapo and ft 
is possible to forecast Its size and 
scope. 

At is nt the Fair that tho 
Dominions and Colonies make 
thoir principal display of the yoar 
and countries which are going to 
share tho 10,000 square fect of 
space booked by the Emplre Mar- 
keting Board at Olympia, London, 
(ncludo Canada, Indin, Australia, 
Now Zenland, South Africa, Gold

The scope of the Fair has been

is often a farce. Imagine any 


smuggler paying $240,000 for his 
liberty. Unless he {s.a lunatic he 
would rather be the KIng's guest 
for 42 months and then return to 
the game -aftor- his. discharge, 
The result is that our jails are 
choked full of smugglers and that 
means a heavy drain on our re- 
venue to feed and clothe them 
during their captiyity. Of course, 
it might be argued that the ex- 


pense of the smuggler’s keep in |, 


jail would come out of the valuc 
of the opium seized, but why 
should we give away’ any of that 
money to fced anfzhouse the 
smuggler for 12 months? It 
should be clear revenue, and all 
the money spend here annually. to 
imprison smugglera could ‘tbe put 
to much hetter use. these bad 
times. ,

No Priyation. that jail- for 

opium smug. 
glers is no deterrent at all, be- 
cause in Hong Kong, at least, it 
is well . known that the ‘ring or 
syndicate which .cmploy — the 
smugglers see to it that a 
smugegler’s family suffer no priva- 
tion whilst their bread winner is 
put away. It is an unwritten law 
in the smuggling game which the 
capitalists in the game dare not 
flaunt because the smugglers can 
and do combine to got redresy 
when one of thelr number ig 
“double-crossed,” and: they force 
the offending capitalist to get out 
of the “business.” 

Then, Ict us consider what is 
the best penalty for smugglers, 
hecause it is obvious that the loss 
of the opium itself is no punish, 
ment—that hits hardest the men 
who finance the ring behind the 
scenes and who are never dis- 
covered. Everyone will agree 
that the smuggler must -be 
punishment, and I-suggest that 
the best punishment is corporal 
punishment, to be followed by 
banishment, and a term of impri- 
sonment -and more birching for 
disobedience of the banishment 
order. . ‘

As the laws 
stand at pre- 
x sent in 
Singapore and Hong: Kony, the 
former under the Indian’ Code 
and ours under the Civil Code, 
Singapore gets more revenue out 
of thehir opium seizures than we 
do, because, besides the value of 
the opium, they’ get $260 which 
the smuggler pays for his liberty, 
whereas we get-the value of the 
opium but out of that we have to 
deduct . the expense of keeping 
the smuggler in jail for 12

’ “Fished.” might = mention 
: that the local 
Revenue men have “fished” two 
more tanks from the bottom of 
the harbour during the past 
week. Like the one described in 
these notes a fortnight ago, 
these two tanks, which are water 
-tight, were filled with stones. Of 
course, these tanks are placed in 
the harbour for some purpose and 
that purpose fs connected with 
the. smuggling of opium. 
These tanks are sunk in spots 


known to smugglers bringing in|! 


opfum in ships and to their con- 
federates in Hong .Kong who go 
out in small sampana to the stern 
of the ships xs they steam down 
the harbour. “Arrived at the 
spot where a tank is sunk the 
opium ts thrown overbeard from 
the ships attached to floats to 
prevent it from. sinking. 

Those on the sampan immedi- 
ately seize the: opium, but it is 
dungerous for them to take it 
ashore ‘immediately. So they 
“fish” out the tank, empty it of 
its stories and stuff the opium in 
and then sink the tank back to 
the bottom of the harbour. Then 
the smugglers await a favourable 
opportunity when the coast is 
clear and go out, under cover of 
night, retrieve the opium, re- 
place the stones and again sink 
the tank ready for another “‘con- 
signment.” ‘

in the inner part 
of the harbour; the smugglers 
are too’ wily for that. They sink 
them in the channels off some of 
the islands in the approach of 
the harbour where they are less 
likely to “be observed.

JUVENILE OFFENDERS. - 

It is indeed gratifying to know 
that something is at last going 
to be done in the treatment of 


juvenile offenders. In this 
column, as well.as in the China 


“1Mai, we have repeatedly urged 


thelr cause, not. with the inten- 
tion of belittling our Government, 
but chiefly and primarily from.a 
humanitarian point of view. 

We have nothing more to add 
to what the Hon. Dr. R. H. Kote- 
wall and the Hon. Dr. S, W. Ts’o 
wald cat the Council © meeting 
when this motion was discussed. 
Thoy. covered the ground quite 
fully, The only suggestion we can 
make on the suggestion made 
by the Hon, Dr, Kotowall is to 
ask HE, the Governor to ‘exer- 
cise his authority by requesting 
the Police Magistrates to set cer- 
tain hours apart for the hearing 
of juvenile. offences. : 

The creation of Juyenile Courts 
in this Colony is a crying neces- 
sity, and the only regret is that 
this has not’ been done before. 
The scheme is both a laudable 
and a-humanitarian one, ‘and its 
good-work must not be defeated 
by trying to save. the expense of 
maintaining a special Magistrate 
te preside over these Courts. 

The present Magistrates are 
all worthy men. We do not at- 
tempt to assail their integrity 
and fair-mindedness in any way. 
But we do say that any person 
who daily comes in contact with 
criminals of all types is apt to 
be sceptical and less- humane 
when dealing with boys and girls. 
A Magistrate presiding over 
Juvenile Courts must be absolute- 
ly free from coming into contact 
with the wiles and trickery of 
case-hardened criminals. He 
must be patient and willingly 
give his time to listening to -de- 
tails of what-a youthful offender 
has to say... : : 

There is no necessity for ap- 
pointing two special Magistrates 
to this office. We suggest, nay, 
we are sure, that a Juvenile Court 
in Hong Kong and one in Kow- 
loon will amply answer the pur- 
pose. The Court in Hong Kong 
can sit in the morning and the 
same Magistrate can go over to 
Kowloon .to listen: to the cases 
there in the afternoon. Accord- 
ing to the figures given for 1929, 
there were 985 boys and 187 girls 
brought before the .Magistrates, 
both here and in Kowloon. This 
works out approximately to 31 
offenders a day, and: we all know 
that it does not take a Magistrate 
more than three hours to dispose 
of all these cases, because for the 


greater part they are cases of|— 


larceny 
licence. , : 

Af we are really in earnest to 
prevent our young generation of 
Chinese citizens from being per- 
nicious find corruptive criminals, 
we must utart the Juvenile Courts 
right, and, above all, we must not 
allow the saving of an inch of

A Rock Orchid. 

Vory few of the summer flowering 
ground orchida are now to be soon 
on the Hong Kong hillaidea but 
thoir place fa being taken by the 
epiphytic rock orchids of which 4 
few nee in flower. Ono of these 
with rotnd stems and leaves, | 
Sarcanthua terctifolins ty described 
in tho recent number of the Hony ! 
Kong Naturallat, Another Coclogyne t 
fimbriata Is now In flower on the 
rocks above and below Lugard Read, 
and on Kowloon Peak, cte. This 
orchid posscases a pacudo-bulb, In 
which foods and water aro stored, 
from which arise two pointed leaves 
three to five inches long. At tho 
apex of the awollen stem, between 
tho leaves, 1s the short inflorescence 
which bears one or two flowers one 
and a half inches In dlamoter. Tho 
three sepals and the two narrow 
lateral petals‘are cream coloured and 
go ia often the Up or lowor petal. 
In most flowers, however, the lip is 
yellow-brown or a palo clnnamon- 
brown, and the two ridges which It 
oars on {its surface are a deeper 
cinnamon brown, This orchid is 
probably the commonest epiphytie 
rock orchid in Hong Kong and u 
seore of flowers may be seen by the 
Keen observer from Luyard Road 
without stepping off the path,

Hiblacun, 

The genus Hibiscus is a large one 
containing about 160 well defined 
xpecios and algo scores of varieties 
produced by the plant-breeder. The 
apecies vary considerably from one 
another ws. regards habit and made 
of Hfe and as examples of several 
types are now In flower a few 
remarks here might be apposite. 

Hibiscus rosa-ninensis is the scar- 
let Hibiscus cultivated In. gardens 
throughout the tropica, Within’ this 
yroup of EUblscus occur plants with 
red, white, and with yellow flowers 
und !t has been by crossing thess 
that the lovely cultivated varieties 
have been produced. A great num- | 
her of varietics have been bred in 
Honolulu but unfortunately only a 
tew of these have been brought to 
Hong Kong. Jt is a curlous and 
interesting fact bet impossible 
to cross H. rosa. sitandia or ity-neat 
relatives with the other species of 
Hibiscus mentioned below. 

Hibisene mutabilis tg a larger 
plant than the scarlet Hibiscus and 
ix now in full flower In the Colony. 
th many places on the hillsides ft 
appears to have become naturalised. 
There are single and double 
varieties of this species and they 
may be white, pink, or red In colour.

In the morning {a covered with 
almost pure white flowors. If, and 
when, I return for tiffin T notice that 
the flowers aro‘a uniforom pink.

{ound In many flowers, thotigh por- 
bapa not so markedly. Forget-me- 
not flower buds are pink, the newly 
opened flowara blue, and the oll 
flowers red. This {a because tho 
pigment, anthocyanin, fa red whon 
acid and blue when alkaline, and 
both the unopened buds and old 
flowers are slightly acid. It Is pos- 
aible that the colour change in 
H, mutabilis 1s due to similar 
changes in acidity, if this 1s 60 then 
n little vinegar or other acid applied 
to the white petal should turn it 
pink and-a Httle ammonia to the 
pink should decolourise It. 

Hibiscus tiliaceous is the small 
tree with deep yellow flowers, with 
fn orange or red centro, that grows 
near the sea. This plant I have 
already roferred to In a previous 


‘article. Taia is the gonerlc name 


for the Lime or Linden tree of 
Europe, H. tiliaccous has ieaves 
shaped somowhat like a lime treo 
leaf hence the specific name of this 
gonus, 

Hibiactia cacitlentns This plant 
ia cultivated for its frults which are 
cooked and ‘eaten na a vegetable in 
Africa and Asia. The fruits are 
called Okra in Afrlen, another name 
in Bandakal; the common English 
name is Lndy’s’ fingers. An ex- 
tremely slimy fruit (when cooked): 
with white seeds, The ‘Cantonese 
name ia T’san K’e. ; i 

These four species of Hibiscus are 
in many respects dissimilur but the 
flowera if examined carefully will 
be acen to confirm to ° the scarlet 
Mibfseus plan. 

Gordonia anomala, This beautiful 
flowering shrub is now coming ‘into 
flower on the Hong Kong billaides. 
It is a plant which Mourishes much 
hetter ubove GOO fect than below 
but where it can be Induced to grow 
Lelow this level it flowers earlier 
than higher up. A tree in the 
Botanic Gardens has been tn full 
bloom for at Jeast a fortnight. The 
natural ordar TERNSTROEMIACEAE in- 
vludes besides, the genus Gordonia 


‘the genera Camellia, and Thea. 


(Thea sinensis is the Tea plant). 
It Is therefore to be expected ‘that 
the flowers of these and other re- 
lated genera have much in common. 
This accounts for the fact thac 
Gordonia anomala is sometimes re- 
ferred to as the “(false Camellia” and 
‘ts white open flowers with many 
yellow stamens certainly do resem- 
‘Me the flowers of a single Camellia.

The day that he appeared on

It -is, 
In fact, the driving rather than the 
power of the car, which settles the 
average speed which can be accom: 
plished, 

This is a thought worthy of the 
novice’s close attention, and should 
be an additional incentive to caroful 
practice as a meansé to rapid pro- 
gress, and it is one that is closely 
linked up with the question of safety 
on the road. 

Perhaps the point about safety 
might bo made clear. Suppose that 
a certain journey has ta be made in 


‘Ja given timo, involving fairly quick 


driving. Usually it wil be found 
that the expert, taking advantage of 
the various wrinkles which are 
second nature to him,_can maintain 
a ateady speed without ever going 
really fast, whereas the novice, Jos- 
ing, in traffic and on corners, time 
which longer experience will: enable 
him te save, is forced into the posi- 
tion of having to keop his foot hard 
down if he is to run to schedule. 


Art of Cornering. 
If I could give a list of those 
“wrinkles” it would be helpful, but

In this 
instance, it is possible to accelerate 
hard, to'the extent of changing to a 
lower gear. if really spectacular 
driving is preferred, so s00n a8 ever 
the front wheels have begun to 
round the bend. Acceleration ac- 
tually helps the steering wheel, and 
carries the car raund. 

Just how much acceleration can 
ba given naturally depends upon the 
taverlty of tha bend, and 
the possibility” that there may 
be obstructions out of- alght; 
and these things, as [I havo 
already . said, must be dealt 
with on thelr merits In eich partl- 
cular case. s 


Hindered’ by Haste: 

The course which I advocate is, 
of course, the exact position of that 
which the beginner would be most 
Hkely to follow without advice. He 
isin ao hurry; therefore, he ap- 
Proaches each corner as fast as he 
dares, with tho usual result that the 
pace on reaching’ the corner Is a 
trifla too high, and tho ¢lolent use 
of the brakes has to bo continued 
all the way round. 

This fact not only tends to mako 
the steering unnecessarily heavy, 
but also causes considerable risk of 
a akid, even on a dry road. It 
throws a terrific strain upon the, 
tyres, with the dangor that one may 
burat or be torn off—and if such o 
thing happens on a cornet to a car 
in not too practised handa, anything 
might occur. Finally, supposing 
that the car is nogotlated safely, 
though elumstly, the speed of the car 
will have dropped to auch a point 
that a change of genr is necossary 
in order to make {t pick up again.

Half Taught Novices 
Must, Be Banned. 


Most of the bud driving which one 


encounters on the road is due to 
improper tuition. The finest safety- 
first mensure which any government 
could take would be to prohibit the 
teaching of motor-car driving except 
by qualified tutors. 

very one who wants to learn to 
drive nowadnys knows someone who 
can drive—after a fashion--and is 
‘willing, to impart the necessary in- 
formation to the best of his ability. 
Yet it stands to reason that If the 
beginner is Instructed by a person 
who is not himself a good driver the 
finished product iy bound to be some- 
what indifferent, 


Tho actual control of a motor-car, 


is so simple that the art ia quickly 
eequired. The’ good instructor re- 
yards this ag quite the most {mport- 
ant part of the operation of turning 
out a finished driver. From the store 
of his own experience,. however, 
he can impart a thousand and one 
wrinkles which will at least serve 
to put the learner on the track of 
the acquisition ‘of road sense—-which 
is n combination of ordinary com- 
ron sense, plus experience with a 
very large capital letter. 
Stupid EcSnomy. 

Motoring js one of the few things 
In this life for which the average 
person deliberately nvoids having 
proper instructors. Nothing but the 
best is good enough in teachers of 
any other art or eraft, but sound 
tultion in car driving costs money 
which can so'casily be saved by 
trusting one’s self to the tender 
mercies of a friend. The anxious 
beginner cannot know: that this 
friend has not the beginning of a 
notion how to change gear property, 
for Instance, and, therefore, cannot 
be expected to teach someone else 
how to do it. 

As I say, In these days of traffic 
congestion the proper tuition of 
motoring novices is almost a na- 
tional matter, and little as wo dealro 
any further government compulsion, 
it does scom to me that some form 
of oficial supervision is deslrable. 

Wo do not grumble at the fact 
that the Alr Ministry has to be 
sntlefied that one is a fit and proper 
person to fly an acroplane before 
granting o licence; in fact, we real- 
we keonly how necessory such 
stringency fs, But what fs the dif- 
ference, in this respect, botweon 
flying and motoring? The question 
of public safety enters just as much 
Into the one matter as the othor.

British Developments 
in Transmission. 


’ 


Ono of the moat interesting, and 
as time may well prove, opoch-mak- 
ing developments in motor vehicle 
design, is juat announced by one 
of the ploncers of the British 
Motor Industry, Throughout tho 
history of motor vohicle develop. 
ment British design and workman- 
ship has played an activo 
and important — part, and of 
the contributions «made by 
by manufacturers In this 
connection those originating with 
the Daimler Co, Ltd, have been 
among the most important. 
introduction of the Daimler sllent 
sleeve-valve engine in 1908, and 
its development in 1926 by the suc- 
ceanful. substitution of light steel 
sleeves for the previous enst-iron 
ones, were Inventions of great im- 
portance in engine dealgn. + 

Possibly no matter has so exer- 
clsed the minds of engineers as tho 
question of tranamisaton, for since 
the Invention of the sliding’ gear 
box some twenty-five years ago, In- 
ventors and the motoring public 
have béen, prophesying the elimina: 
tlon of the sliding genr box, and 
although it ia to-day atill In 
generul‘use there are signs of im- 
provements in thig direction, 

With developments im Great 
Britain and in other car producing 
countries it is interesting to re- 
view the state.of car design {nm re- 
Jation to the gear box as it has 
been manifested during the past 
few years. At the time, when en- 
gines were limited In maximum 
apeed and apeed range’ it was only 
by the use of high genrsa that cars 
could go fast while low gears were 
neversury for low specds, The 
lnter evolution of the high speed 
engine, however, allowed of the use 
of n gear ratio which would givo 
ndequate acceleration on ton while 
utilising tlhe speed range of the 
engine to’/provide high’ maximum 
und alow speeds on top. because 
the high speed engine was capable 
of running far more slowly than 
ita predecessors. Thus the stage 
became set for the. battle of three 
specda vereus four, the develop- 
mont of road construction and tho 
consequent use of motor cars for 
long ‘distance touring tending to- 
wards the use ofthe four-speed 
box, permitting of the use of a 
high top gear ratio and , relying 
upon a, so-called silent third for 
acceleration, hill climbing and 
traffic work, Even in thd USAy 
where three speed gears were prac- 
‘tically standard until two years 
nyo, this tendency haa been ap- 
parent. Unfortunately the act of 
gear changing has not been 
materially simplified which large- 
ly negatives the benefita otherwise 
arising, 

In the interests of reliabillty the 
Daimler Company has atudied the 
problem in the light of their pnat 
oxperience and the world tendency, 
with the result that novel develop- 
ments in transmission have been 
forthcoming. 

The Daimler Fluid Flywheel, re- 
cently introduced, provider the 
keynote of n transmission syslem 
which should materially onsist in 
making for even greater’ comfort 
and safety in motoring. Tt ia a 
dovice of unique simplicity which 
replaces the ordinary clutch; has 
ony. two moving parts; and ia 
automatic in action. The drive is 
transmitted from the ongine by 
means of the interchanges of 
energy in a rapidly moving fluid, 
with the result that starting from 
rest and “take-up” after gear- 
changing are infinitely smoother 
than with any other method of 
propulsion, The car can be start- 
ed and stopped at will with tho 
drive engnged and the engine run- 
ning, while the ability to use the 
ongine as a brake is in no way 
affected. There {6 olso an entire 
absence of noise eithor when idling 
or on any gear. 

For use In combination with 
this Flywheel a form of automatic 
gear changing was sought and all 
typea of modern gear box deaigns 
were studied, o gear box of tho 
epicyelic year type belng finally 
adopted, In combination with tho 
Fiuld Flywheel it was found that 
gear’ noinc was oliminated with 
ease of operation and automatic 
changing there being an absenco 
of the difflcultica associnted with 
clutches or brakes using high unit 
pressures, 

With this combination of Fluid

Check Careless “Driving, 
and Walking Also. 


One of the innovations which 
seems likely to materialize in con- 
nection with the Rond Traffic Act 
is the employment af motorcycle or 
ear-equipped police patrols.

‘Nowadays, how- 
ever, there in so little to choose 
between private and commercial 
chassis in the matter of . refine 
ment, comfort and safoty that far 
from being unsuftable the latter 
possess definite advantages, 

They aro in the first place very 
much cheapor than private cars of 
sufficient size for the purpose. 
Thelr ampler proportions, too, and 
thelr sturdicr construction allow 
of roomier ond more luxurious 
bodywork. 

The latest addition, for instance, 


to the fleet of the Ipswich Division 
of the St. John Ambulance Brigade 
is mounted on a Commer G2 
chaasis fitted with Dewandre 
vacuum servo brakes. 

The features, of course, which 
render this model particularly 
suitable for ambulance work are 
ity slx-cylinder engine and four- 
speed yonr-box with silent third.

only brilliant and successful driv. 
Ing but a dogree of doaign and 
workmanship in producing cara of 
standard pattorn which it fa almost 
impossible to surpass. 

It is perhaps fitting at such a 
time to remember two of tho out- 
atanding personalities in connoc- 
tion with the British motor indus- 
try who have helped ‘to a consider- 
able oxtent in - placing British 
motor prestige in the position in 
which it stands to-day. OF theso 
two, one hos ‘demonstrated. what 
British design conatruction and 

* workmanship can accomplish whon 
in the honds of a fear- 
less and Intrepid driver, while 
the other hns succcoded in adding 
the name of the product with 
which ho hog been associated to 
the world’s vocabulary as a phrase 
indicating the highest degree of 
efciency, vatuc and all-round ‘per- 
formance, 

The former has unfortunately 
pald the supreme tribute in suc- 
‘eeeding in adding another notable 
triumph to British engineering, 
and the British motor Industry is 
poorer by his loss... 

Major Sir Honry Segrave was 
born in 1896 and after being 
educated at Eton and Sandhurst, 
served in ‘the Great War, being 
wounded throo times and mentlon- 
ed in despatches, It was not until 
1920 that ho mado his first. ac- 
quaintance with o caclng car in 
Great Britain, at Brooklands,: but 
he quickly showed his skill. as a 
pilot and rapidly added many suc- 
‘ceases to his initial victory. Hig 
driving, both fn Groat Britain and 
on the Continent soon became an 
outstanding feature, and when in 
1925 he won, for the second time, 
the Grand Prix de Provence and 
the 209-mile race, he succeeded In 
speed trials at Boulogne in estab- 
‘Hahing the world's record for such 
events on the road by covering 
four miles at an average speed of 
140.146 mph. on a 12-cylinder 
Sunbeam. © 

The culminating stage of a won- 
derful racing careér was in 1927, 
when at the wheel of the 1,000 hp. 
Sunbeam he made his mark on the 
seroll of fame os the first man to 
travel at more than 200 m.p.h. on 
Innd. When the World’s speed re- 

‘cord was subsequently wreated 
~from Capt. Malcolm Campbell ho 
again stepped Into ‘the breach and 
at Daytona on March 11, 1929, ho 
placed the regord firmly in the 
‘hands of Great Britain by driving 
his Napier-Lion engined “Golden 
Arrow” at a speed of 231.36 m.p.h, 

Sir Henry had turned his atten 
tion to Motor Bont racing and it 
was his ambition to secure for his 
country the workl’s speed record 
on water, and it was in the fulfil. 
ment of this that he mefNyith the 
tragic necident that robbed Great 

| Britain of one of its most gallant 
Rons, 

Fow men have done'so much to 
establish and maintain British 
pre-eminence in motor enginecring 
as Sir Frederick Royce, one of tho 
three now Baroncts in the recent 
Birthday Honours. For ag 
founder, director ond Chief En- 
gineer of Rolls-Royce, Ltd, ho haa 
been responsible for the evolution 
of cars and nero engines that aro 
world-famous. 

Indeed, honours are now crowd- 
ing thick and fast on Sir 
Frederick, as only recently the 
Royal Aeronautical Society pre- 
sonted him with its medal for the 
most meritorious work of the year 
in rqcognition of Ris signal sar.

The story of Sir Frederick's 
career fs really that of Rolls-Royce 
itself, For no man has 80 lived 
for his work, and few in any walk 
of life have: displayed even a frac. 
tion of his enthusiasm and ondur- 
ance. Indeed, so wrapped up was 
he in his work-that he waa utter. 
ly crreleas of his health and 
oblivious of proper meal times. 
Only the devoted attention of his 
friends prevented Him from kill. 
ing himself with overwork and, in 
fact, on one occasion the doctors 
gave him but a month to ‘live. 

Mr, Royee was born at Alwalton, 
near .Peterboro’, in 1868. 
to the carly death of his father 
he had, while still very young, to 
leave school. and earn his living 
as n newsboy. Within a year, how- 
ever, hia brilliant promise enabled 
him to get ‘more schooling. Sub- 
sequently he was apprenticed to a 
locomotive works. 

When he aventually established 
the firm of Royce, Ltd., it was for 
the manufacture of electrical ap- 
paratua and it was not until 1903 
that Mr. Royce seriously thought 
of making motor cars. He was 
already an owner-driver, but Jn 
characterlatic fashion spent the 
greater part of the time taking the 
car to pieces to soe how it could 
be improved. 

Towards the end of 1903 ho de- 
cided to -build three experimental 
two-cylinder cars of a nominal 10 
hp, - From the vory beginning, 
with those first three cara, he set 
the standard by which all Rolls. 
Royce work is judged. ‘Good 
enough” had no meaning for him. 
Anything which was not porfect 
was at once rejected. He was 
never satisfied, but waa always 
Aiming at something better. 

Tho first Royce car .appeared 
carly in 1904, but it waa not untll 
the end of thnt year that. produc 
tion began on. a commercial scale. 
The then separate firm of Rolla, 
Ltd., undertook to handle the 
whole of the output, which con. 
slated of four models—a two-vylin: 
der of 10 h.p.,, a three-cylindor of 
16 hp, o four-cylinder of 20 hup., 
and o six-cylinder of 30 hp. Aftor a 
year or go, in 1907, production was 
concentrated on onc model only, 
the 40/60 I.p. “Silver Ghont” 
which continued in production—~ 
with modificntions—right up till 
1926, an’ “Innings” of elghteen 
yoara.

Ukrainians ' Rising 
Against Poland. 


SUPPRESSION RESENTED. 


. Berlin, Yesterday. 
‘Reports ‘from Warsaw astate 
that a grave situation has arisen 
in the Polish Province of East 
Galicia following the repressive 
measures, taken by the Polish 
Government against tho 
Ukrainian minority. Ukrainian 
villagers are frequently setting 
fire to the houses of the Polish 
military settlers-and shooting at 
the firemen who endeavour to 
extinguish the flames. 

Polish cavalry regiments which 
have been sent to restore order 
have constantly been fired on by 
snipers. The Province, it is re- 
vorted, ia drifting toward a Civil 
War. 

Hundreds of the Ukrainian in- 
telligentsia were recently jailed 
by the Polish authorities, ‘and 
Ukrainian schools and. other in- 
stitutions — suppressed, The 
Ukrainians are bitterly complain- 
ing of the harshness of the Polish 
Police and Military.—-Reuter.

3 in capturing Kaifeng, which is 
now garrisoned by the 26th Na- 
itionalist Army under General Fan 
'Hai-tsik, and that President 
Chiang waa expected tq visit Kai- 
feng the same afternoon. 
Fall of Chenliu, 

Following the fall of Chenliu, 
15 miles south-east of Kaifeng on 
October 2, and other strategic 
points, one after another, during 
the last ayeck, thus isolating the 
defence of Kaifeng, the Kuomin- 
chun secing that further resist- 
ance was fruitless, finally evacuat- 
ed Kaifeng on Thursday mid- 
night, withdrawing in two direc- 
tions: one to the north bank: of 
the Yellow River and the other 
to Chengchow. a, 

According to military circles, 
the Gth Route Nationalist Army 
occupied Chungmou, midway be- 
tween Kaifeng and Chengchow, on 
the 2nd, and losing no time pushed 
their forces to join in the attack 
on Kaifeng from the west. Dur- 
ing the struggle, the Nationalist 
nir' force was very active, drop- 
ping over 100 bombs on Kaifeng, 
which blew up the south gate of 
the city. 

Chengchow Next. 

With the capture of Kaifeng, 
the Nationalists are concentrating 
their forces on Chengchow. 
Radio advices intercepted from 
Chengchow assert that there are 
are at present over 80,000 Kuo. 
minchun guarding the city, in- 
dicating no desire to evacuate and 
thus placing the inhabitants in o 
state of great panic. Since the 
suspension of the passenger tint. 
fic, the people in Chengchow have 
no place to go for refuge, oven 
though, they wish to leave the 
city. Under the pressure of the 
Kuominchun, the Chamber of 
Commerce in Chengchow is busi- 
ly rafsing funds ns military con- 
tribution. 

$500,000 Reward . 


Marshal Chiang has distributed 
$300,000 to the 2nd Training’ Divi- 
sion, and $100,000 each to the 6th 
and 52nd divisions, respectively, 
as a reward for the capture of 
Lanfeng. : Military train between 
Heuchow and Lanfeng was re- 
sumed on-tho Ist. |. 

Hopel Situation. 

The mobilisation into Hopei of 
over 100,000 of: Manchurian 
troops has given riso to the gen- 
eral opinion that the North-cnst- 
ern authoritles are determined to 
take over control of the iwholv 
Hopel province. . Yon Haf-shan is 
reported to have sent a delegate 
to Poking on the Ist, expressing 
his ;willingness to evacuate Pro- 
ting, but not Shihchinchwang. 
The delegate personally delivered 
tho message to General Yu Heueh- 
chung in tho hope that the Shanel- 
ites should not be pressed too 
soverely leat they be forced to ro- 
aiat the Manchurian’ troops. :

Rebels’ Last Stand. 

According to military obser- 

vers, it is likely that on this hill 
the rebels will nmke their Inst 
stand and should they find the 
odds against them, they would 
most probably retire along the’ 
motor road, provided it {s not al- 
ready cut off by the Nationalists, 
a-contingency not likely to be. 
overlooked. 
« Last week, the rebels, finding 
food-stuffs and ammunition run- 
ning short, attempted _to break 
through the Nationalists’ line, but: 
were repelled with heavy losses by 
the 8rd brigade of the 98th divi- 
slon under Sun Tao. 


Attack on Laipo, 

According te reports from 
scouting ‘planes, o portion of the 
rebels are now stationed in Latpo 
and environs, midway between 
Liuchow and Pinglo. The Wuchow 
Provisional H.Q. have deapatched 
the 63rd division under Li Yang-
